1. EGYPT/ISRAEL. JAN 8 HEADLINES STATE "U.S. FOLLOWING 
ASWAN TALKS WITH INTEREST." SADAT'S EXPECTATION 
THAT OTHER ARABS WILL JOIN NEGOTIATIONS IS PROMINENTLY 
REPORTED. AS IS BEGIN'S ASSERTION THAT TWO LEADERS' 
VIEWS ON CURRENT PROBLEMS ARE CLOSE. DISCUSSIONS ON 
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NORMALIZATION AND AUTONOMY REPORTEDLY ARE TO TAKE PLACE 
TODAY. JOINT PRESS CONFERENCE MAY BE POSTPONED TO 
ALLOW THIRD BILATERAL SESSION. PAPERS SEPARATELY

4. U.S."t£%*OF EGYPTIAN FACILITIES. IN RESPONSE TO 
BARRAGE JJ^ULfSTIONS FOLLOWING BEGIN ARRIVAL 

IN ASWAN* MINfiEF HASSAN ALI REITERATED THAT EGYPT HAS NOT 
OFFERED JWtf, MILITARY BASES TO U.S. BUT IS PREPARED TO ALLOW 
U.S. USE'^^YPTIAN FACILITIES TO ASSIST ARAB STATES OR 
TO FREE TEHRAN HOSTAGES. MINDEF ALI TOLD REPORTERS THAT 
EGYPT WOLD NOT ASSIST U.S. OCCUPATION OF IRAN (AS OPPOSED 
TO HOSTAGE RELEASE EFFORT). BUT SAID IF AFGHAN PEOPLE ASK 
U.S. HELP "SITUATION WOULD BE DIFFERENT." ALI DENIED
